Rival Pastors Vie to 


. 
Give Sermon. 

Services were held, but not as usual, 
yesterday in the Church of the An- 
nunciation, a Greek Orthodox temple, 
at 1017 North La Salle etreet. They 
were held by virtue of the presence 
of a riot squad from the Chicago ave- 
nue station and a copy of an injunc- 
tion which the pastor, the Rev. C. H. 
Demetry, kept spread before him be- 
side the scriptures on the lectern. 

The congregation, numbering- ap- 
proximately 1,000 persons, had been 
thrown into an uproar at the start of 
the services when George Koram- 
balas, 4711 North Washteraw avenue, 
chairman of the board of trustees, fol- 
lowed the pastor into the pulpit and 
dramatically presented him with a 
paper demanding his resignation. 


Calls New Pastor. 


Korambalas then motioned to the 
Rev. Demetrius Vainikos, former pas- 
tor of another Greek church, and he 
ascended to the rostrum to take charge 
of the ceremonies. Confusion arose. 
The congregation was divided. Some 
wanted to hear the Rev. Mr. Demetry. 
The majority clamored to hear the new 
arrival For a few moments it ap- 
peared that worshippers would resort 
to fists to settle their factional dispute.

U. & Veterans’ Hospital, No. 76, May- 
wood, IIL, March 10.—An answer to Mr. 
A. H. M. of the 108th infantry, 27th 
division, A. E. F.: You open your letter 
with “a sugegestion,”’ but you -don’t 
make any. I presume you are as igno- 
rant of any as you are of conditions at 
hospitals, even though you claim to know 
the ropes. . 
Well, first permit me to say that a 
man making $35 to $75 per week is, if he 
was in service, entitled to a bonus, just 
because he suffered during his service the 
loss of time as you and I. 

In regard to the man minus a leg or 
arm, I venture to say that each and 
every one of them are drawing compen- 
sation, and each and every one of them 
have had the opportunity to enter voca- 
tional training at $100 per month, if sin- 
gle, to $176 per month, if married and 
with dependents. 

There are no “ gold bricks” at Speed- 
way hospital. The ones you mention as

The formula for this cake is: One- 
half cup butter, one cup sugar, three 
eggs, one scant half cup of milk, about 
two cups of flour, one teaspoon baking 
poWder, one teaspoon mixed spices, 
one cup of currants, two ounces of 
candied peel. Half lard and half but- 
ter was given in the Irish recipe for 
the shortening. It is important to 
beat these to fluffiness before adding 
the sugar gradually to them.
